Health centers at Ricks, BYU placed higher than other surveyed schools

The health centers at BYU and 
Ricks College were rated higher than 
the health centers at three other uni- 
versities in a five-school survey. 

Students surveyed at the Univer- 


sity of Pennsylvania, Pennsylvania. 


State University and the University 
of Oklahoma had generally positive 
opinions of the quality of campus 
health care, but their students rated 
their health centers lower than the 
students at the two schools owned by 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. 

Ricks College students rated their 
health center higher than all other 
schools. Ricks students also had 
greater agreement in their responses 
to survey questions. Differences in 
responses are measured as a standard 
deviation 
around the 
mean, or arith- 
metic average. 
The means. for 
responses for 
Ricks College 
had the smallest 
standard devia- 
tions. 

The questions 
on the survey 
dealt. with the 
cordiality of 
health service 
employees, the 
competency of 
the medical per- 
sonnel and the 
convenience 
and cost of the 
service. Respondents were asked to 
rate their perception of health ser- 
vices on a 10-point scale. One was low 
and 10 was high. 

The average scores for BYU’s 
Howard S. Mcdonald Health Center 
ranged from 7.9 to 9. The lowest rat- 
ing was for in-and-out time. That 
question also resulted in the widest 
variety of answers as indicated by a 
standard deviation of 2.5. 

An analysis of variance revealed 
that differences between the schools 
were statistically significant. In order 
for the variance, or differences. be- 
tween the responses, to be statisti- 
cally significant, it is necessary that 
the differences be probable at least 95

BYU requires faculty, staff, ad- 
ministrators and students to obtain 
permission from the “authority most 
concerned” before initiating any sur- 
vey. 

The policy is outlined in the Univer- 
sity Handbook, which is not available 
to the student staff of The Daily Uni- 
verse or its advisers. The Daily Uni- 
verse was ignorant of the policy when 


percent of the time. 

The only other factor that was 
statistically significant was the obvi- 
ous relationship between age and 
marriage.

The cold fusion announcement of one year ago today by 
B. Stanley Pons and Martin Fleischmann gave the hope of 
a cleaner and brighter future, but the reality of their 


discovery remains murky. 


Pons and Fleischmann said a year ago that their “room 
temperature” fusion experiment had the possibility of 
creating an inexpensive, safe and inexhaustible supply of 
energy. At that time, they suggested that their experi- 
ment could help develop a small cold fusion reactor for 


household use. 


The fusion experiment uses heavy sea water, or deu- 
terium, and a palladium rod wrapped with a platinum wire 
inside a test tube. The rod and wire are electrically 
charged and the reaction in the apparatus produces heat. 
Pons and Fleischmann have also detected low levels of 
tritium, a by-product of a fusion reaction, in the experi- 


for the British scientific journal “Nature,” but it was 
rejected. Scientists around the world tried to duplicate 
the fusion experiment from videotaped news broadcasts 
because they had no other information about the experi- 


ment. Some scientists say they have duplicated aspects of 


the fusion experiment while others say it isn’t fusion that 
causes the excess heat at all. 

The Department of Energy conducted an investigation 
into cold fusion experiments, and suggested in November 
that Pons and Fleischmann’s experiments at the Univer-

Gritz replies to Anderson 


War vet says his charges are ‘exactly and precisely the truth’

The most decorated American 
Vietnam veteran in history had noth- 
ing negative to say about nationally- 
syndicated columnist Jack Anderson 
after Anderson called him a “liar.” 

Retired Lt. Col. James “Bo” Gritz 
said he doesn’t know what happened 
to Anderson, stating that Anderson 
had always presented him and his ac- 
tivities in searching for prisoners of 
war in a favorable light. 

Gritz said, “Anderson has always 
been involved in telling the truth 
about mismanagement in the Pen- 
tagon. I have always applauded that.” 

On March 6, Gritz spoke on campus 
about ethics in government, stating 
that the nation is on the verge of drug 
overdose and that the government, 
including President Bush, was doing 
nothing to help the situation. He ac- 
cused the government of knowing 
about illegal drug operations that 
were being used to finance top-secret 
covert operations. 


Anderson said Gritz was a “liar” 
and that the allegations Gritz made 
could not be substantiated enough to 
print. 

Anderson also said that a lot of 
what Gritz says is true but it hasn’t 
received national attention because 
some of the key facts can’t be docu- 
mented. 

Gritz said he would “swear before 
God, angels and witnesses” that the 
accusations of illegal government- 
backed drug operations and of some 
top government official’s apathy to- 
ward bringing POWs home “were ex- 
actly and precisely the truth” to the 
best of his knowledge. “Those areas 
that I didn’t have personal knowledge 
of, I told you they were my opinions,” 
he said. Gritz asked Anderson to take 
the same oath. 

Gritz said he speculates that An- 
derson is having trouble seeing things 
objectively because he is surrounded 
by those who most need to be investi- 
gated. “He has to live among them,” 
he said. 

Gritz said when he returned from 


has continued to fund cold fusion research at BYU. The 
only funding received by the U of U’s National Cold Fu- 
sion Institute has been $5 million from the Utah Legisla- 
ture, and they have been unsuccessful in obtaining fund- 
ing from private institutions.

In addi- 
tion, Gritz said, “H. Ross Perot had 
information linking some of the iden- 
tical names with Asian gang problems 
in the U.S.” 

Gritz challenged Anderson to truly 
and objectively investigate every 
global operation of the CIA. Gritz 
said Anderson would find an increase 
of drugs flowing into the United 
States in every instance.

Idaho senate approves strict abortion law 


BOISE, Idaho — The Idaho Senate passed and sent to the governor 
Thursday the most restrictive abortion law of any state, one that could become 
a test of the U.S. Supreme Court’s commitment to legalized abortions. 

If signed by Democratic Gov. Cecil Andrus, the measure would take effect 
July 1. Andrus has declined to announce his intentions on the bill but has 
reiterated his long-held anti-abortion stand. 

“Abortion in my opinion is cruel and unusual punishment,” Republican Sen. 
Roger Madsen, the Boise attorney who helped draft the legislation, told the 
Senate before the 25-17 vote. 

“Tt is the destruction of life, and what can we say about the future of our 
society when defenseless victims are destroyed for the convenience of per- 
sonal choice?” Madsen said. “If we are to make a mistake on this issue, we must 
make it on the side of life.” 

The law would make abortion illegal except in cases of non-statutory rape 
reported within seven days, incest if the victim is younger than 18, severe fetal 
deformity or a threat to the mother’s life or physical health. 

An abortion would be illegal in the case of statutory rape, or sex with a 
minor, on grounds that such behavior implies consent on the part of the female, 
said Democratic Sen. Claire Weatherell, a supporter of the bill. 

Both sides agree the law would ban more than 90 percent of the 1,500 
abortions performed in Idaho each year. 


Lithuanians worry as Soviet forces ready 

VILNIUS, U.S.S.R. — Soviet armor rolled through Vilnius in a show of 
strength Thursday and leaders of this rebellious Baltic republic appealed for 
world support to forestall the possible use of force in Lithuania. 

In his escalating war of nerves, Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev also 
demanded Thursday that Lithuania stop signing up its own volunteer force. 

“It is clear that another republic is going to use force against Lithuania and 
its citizens,” said a Lithuanian government appeal to the world issued late 
Thursday. “We are asking people to prevent this by protesting the possible 
use of violence against a member of the world community ... against Lithuania 
and its citizens.” 

The republic’s president, Vytautus Landsbergis, in an emotional speech to 
the Supreme Council legislature, pledged that Lithuanians would keep their 
drive for full independence from Moscow peaceful. 

“If tanks are sent to take away shotguns and hunting rifles, we won’t shoot 
at the tanks,” said Landsbergis, a music professor. “Our resistance will be 
non-violence.” 


FDA expands its recall of L-tryptophan 


WASHINGTON — The government expanded its recall of L-tryptophan 
Thursday because of fears that a sometimes fatal blood disorder can be caused 
even by small doses of the dietary supplement. 

“We are confronted with a major public health problem,” Health and Human 
Services Secretary Louis Sullivan warned in the announcement by the Food 
and Drug Administration. “I urge everyone to stop taking these supplements 
immediately.” 

L-tryptophan is an amino acid that occurs naturally in some foods that are 
high in protein. But it is also sold over the counter as a manufactured dietary 
supplement used for insomnia, depression and weight control. 

It has been linked to a blood disorder called eosinophilia-myalgia syndrome, 
or EMS, which can cause breathing difficulties, skin rash, muscle and joint 
pain, fever, progressive muscle weakness, and congestive heart failure. 

So far, 1,411 cases of EMS — including 19 deaths — have been reported, the 
FDA said. Cases have been reported in every state. 


Top Court makes grand juries less secret 


SALT LAKE CITY —A U.S. Supreme Court ruling, coupled with recent 
state legislative action, will take some of the secrecy out of Utah’s grand jury 
system, a special prosecutor says. 

In a unanimous opinion, the justices declared unconstitutional a Florida law 
prohibiting grand jury witnesses from revealing their testimony. The ruling 
affects Utah and 15 other states with similarly severe restrictions. 

During the last grand jury investigation in Salt Lake County, attorneys 
were not sure they could even talk to their own clients because of the strict 
secrecy provisions in Utah’s law. 

“The matter of disclosure was discussed, and there was some concern about 

_ it,” said attorney Rodney G. Snow, who served as the-grand jury’s special 
prosecutor in 1986. Br ete te 

“Frankly, if you read’the statute literally, witnesses couldn’t discuss their 
testimony with their own attorneys,” he said. 


Utah leads nation in infant survival rates 


WASHINGTON — More newborns survive in Utah than in any other state 
and Utah health care costs are among the nation’s lowest, according to a new 
federal report. 

The 300-page report titled “Health United States 1989,” was released 
Thursday by Health and Human Services Secretary Louis Sullivan and Assis- 
tant Secretary for Health James O. Mason, a former director of the Utah 
Health Department. 

Utah ranked best in the nation in its newborn mortality rate, with 4.9 deaths 
per 1,000 live births. The national average was 6.7, and the highest rate was 
15.5 in the District of Columbia. 

Utah’s death rate for older infants was 4.1 per 1,000 live births, which 
placed the state 44th of 50 states and the District of Columbia. The combined 
overall infant death rate in Utah was 9.0 per 1,000, or 14th in the nation. 
Utahns’ spending on health care was the fourth lowest among the states in 
1982, the most recent figures available, at an average of $896 per capita.

Doering said he wondered why TCI 
contacted him since his cable televi- 
sion is registered in his landlord’s 


name. “The only way they could have 
tracked down my phone number was 
from the council meeting,” he said. 

Provo resident Susan Sims also re- 
ceived a phone call from TCI, as wella 
letter, shortly after the council meet- 
ing. “I think it was an appeasement 
gesture, and it didn’t make a good 
impression with me,” Sims said. 

The public hearing concerning 
TCI’s contract renewal continued in 
Tuesday’s city council meeting. Provo 
resident Douglas Nufer addressed 
the council and said that since being 
quoted in The Daily Universe, he had 
received cable service from TCI. 

“Tf proper incentives are there they 
(TCI) have the ability to render ser- 
vice,” Nufer said. 

After hearing similar statements, 
Chairman Gordon W. Bullock said, 
“Tt’s true that the squeaky wheel gets 
the grease, and it’s good to see there 
has been quick response.” 

Russell Ball also spoke in the first 
council meeting and later received a 
visit from a TCI service man. Ball 
said his cable line was replaced. 

“There has been an improvement,”

SSN needed for children 
claimed on tax returns

Parents who want to claim their 
children on their tax returns this 
spring need to make sure all children 
more than 2 years old have a Social 
Security number, a spokesman for 
the Internal Revenue Service said. 

Jan Hadley, public affairs officer 
for the Salt Lake City District Offices 
of the IRS, said because of a 1988 
revision in tax legislation, parents are 
required to provide Social Security 
numbers for all children who were age 
2 or older by December of 1989. 

The requirement was changed to 
prevent duplication in claimed depen- 
dents. Often, divorced parents claim 
the same child on their separate tax 
returns, she said. 

Parents may also claim dependents 
who already claim themselves. on 
their own tax returns, Hadley said. 
This most often happens with college 


students living away from home. 

Last year, as stipulated by the Tax 
Reform Act of 1986, only children age 
5 and older were required to have 
Social Security numbers, she said. 

Applications are available at state 
Social Security offices or through the 
mail, a state Social Security .Repre- 
sentative said. 

Children must have two forms of 
identification. This includes an Amer- 
ican birth certificate or proof of legal 
immigration and another form of 
identification, she said. 

The child’s parent or guardian must 
also present proof of identity. Parents 
who don’t; have Social Security num- 
bers for their children before they fill 
out their taxes should write, “applied 
for,” in the space where the number 
should be filled in, Hadley said. A $5 
charge will be assessed against the 
taxpayer. The Social Security office 
in Provo is located at 173 E. 100 
North.

“The Cold War Is Over—But Who Won?” 


During the last year, the United 
States has seen the dramatic collapse 
of the enemy it had armed itself 
against, and competed with, for 45 
years: Soviet-style communism. As 
President Bush put it last spring, 
when asked why Mikhail Gorbachev 
was willing to make such dramatic 
changes: “It’s simple. He's finally 
figured out that our system works, 


and his doesn’t.” 


But at just the moment when 
American-style democratic capitalism 
is celebrating its victory over the 
Soviet model, the entire nature of 
international competition may have 
changed. Through Asia, many people 
would make Mr. Bush’s point in just 


the opposite way: that one system 
works and another doesn’t, but the 
successful system is the Japanese, 
and the one that falters is the 
American. Perhaps the Soviet Union 
and the United States will, in the 
long run, look like the twin losers 
of the Cold War—and the victor 
could be Japan.

Handicapped kids learn to

Only 140 out of 612 children who 
possess learning disabilities are 
presently receiving help in Utah 
County, said Karen Hahne, director 
of Kids on the Move. 

“Kids on the Move is an early inter- 
vention preschool designed to help in- 
fants and toddlers, ages zero to three 
years, and their families,” Hahne 
said. 

Parents of handicapped children 
are drained financially, emotionally 
and physically, Hahne said. Most of 
these children have severe health 
problems that causes parents a lot of 
stress. 

“Parents need to know where they 
can access help,” she said. 

“KOTM is a program for families,” 

said Office Manager Lona Jensen. “If 
a family is not functional, then the 
kids are not functional.” 
“Mélanie Roney, mother of a two- 
year-old child who has a rare 
dwarfism condition, said, “KOTM is 
good therapy for mothers with handi- 
capped children because they experi- 
ence similar problems. One mom can 
always help another.” 

Roney said the program has helped 
Lea tremendously. Unlike other or- 
ganizations, they don’t turn anybody 
_ away, she said. 

KOTM feels children should not be 


put on waiting lists because they need 
to get help as soon as possible, Hahne 
said. 

“Lots of kids look normal, but need 
help as much as handicapped children 
because they have learning disabili- 
ties,” said Roney. Early intervention 
helps future problems from develop- 
ing, Hahne said. 

KOTM works with each child’s so- 


Down’s Syndrome child helps 
mother assume leadership role

Karen Hahne never dreamed she 
would become the director of a pro- 
gram for children with learning dis- 
abilities when she and her husband 
decided to adopt a little boy with 
Down’s syndrome six years ago. 

“T received a phone call on a Mon- 
day from a state social worker asking 
me if we would be interested in adopt- 
ing a child with Down’s syndrome,” 
Hahne said. “I was surprised when he 
told me there were five other families 
who were interested in adopting the 
baby. I just had a feeling it was the 
right thing to do, and I knew in my 
heart we were going to get Reed.” 

Hahne said she picked up Reed the 
next Thursday while her husband was 
still out of town on business. “We 
agreed to adopt Reed over the phone 
even though we had said our family 
was finished the previous summer.” 

“We had two of our own children 
and then lost three stillborn babies. 
That’s when we decided to adopt the 
first time,” Hahne said. The Hahne’s 
have now adopted two Navajo girls, a 
Korean boy and Reed, who is part 
Mexican. “Handicapped children use 
to be a real social problem to families, 
but the neighborhood was very sup- 
portive when we brought Reed 
home,” Hahne said. Within days the 
family found the couch loaded with 
baby clothes from neighbors. 


as well,” said Jensen. 

Mothers also need to make sure 
they do not devote so much attention 
to the disabled child that other sib- 
lings feel alone or left-out, Hahne 
said. 

Hahne would also like to start a 
program where fathers can come in 
and talk and participate just like the 
mothers.

‘Clipper’ sketch brings leads

Some BYU students are following 
the example of the TV show “Amer- 
ica’s Most Wanted” by helping the 
University Police solve the Harold B. 
Lee Library clothes clipper case. 

The University Police now have 
three suspects in the clipper case be- 
cause of tips from students. Several 
people gave tips to the University Po- 
lice after seeing the composite sketch 
of the clipper in The Daily Universe. 

Lt. Dan Evans of the University 
Police said the suspects will be ques- 
tioned and their pictures taken. The 
pictures will then be put in a photo- 
graphic line-up and the victims will be 


asked to identify the clipper. 

Stu Morley, a semi-retired FBI 
agent, is helping the University Po- 
lice on this case. Evans said he is the 
“best qualified to handle it.” 

The first incident with the library 
clipper happened on March 5 and the 
reports have been coming in since 
then. The clipper’s mode of operation 
is to cut holes in women’s clothing as 
they are sleeping, though one inci- 
dent happened while the woman was 
awake and studying. 

Seven incidents of clothes clipping 
have been reported to the University 
Police. Several incidents of a suspi- 
cious nature involving a person fitting 
the description of the clipper have 
also been reported, 


“Dad’s don’t get as much interac- 
tion with the child as the mother and 
often hold their feelings in because of 
the macho image they think they 
must uphold,” she said.

This class 
is held three times a week, Winegar 
said. 

When the children are ready, they

Hahne said her husband said he 
wished everyone could have someone 
like Reed, because he always reminds 
their family to focus on what is really 
important in their lives. 

“Reed is not any more special than 
any of my other children, but just as 
special,” said Hahne.

A kickoff will be held in April to 
address how funds can be raised to 
help construct a building for KOTM, 
Hahne said. Several BYU design stu- 
dents have drawn-up plans for a beau- 
tiful building, and Orem Community 
Hospital has said they will donate an 
acre of land to KOTM when the 
money for the building has been 
raised, she said. 

“We want to involve the whole com- 
munity,” she said. “Instead of locking 
disabled children in institutions, they 
will not only become our kids, but the 
community’s kids.”
